From his favourite pastime of 
pigeon-shooting the claimant was recalled to dry 
reminiscences of Australian exploits; and we should

A RESUME OF THE CASE,

true heir, or is, in truth, an outrageous impostor.'" 
THE HEIR OF SIR JAMES TICHBORNE 


was his son Roger, who was born in 1829, His 
rents—his mother being a Frenchwoman—resided 
n France, and there he was born and brought} up 
until he was fourteen or fifteen years of age. Conse- 
uently he spoke French with facility, and it appears 
that he even spoke English with a French’ accent. 
His parents being Roman Catholics, he was sent to 
Stony hurst College for education, and was there three 
or four years. In October, 1849, he entered the 
Army, and obtained a commission in a cavalry regi- 
ment (the Carabiniers), stationed first at Canterbury 
and afterwards in Dublin'and other parts of Ireland. 
Roger was on duty with, his regiment in Ireland’ 
until January, 1853, except during жү ta sa leave 
of absence (affidavit of Dowager, third day). When 
he had leave of absence he used to stay with his 
uncle, Sir Edward Doughty, who then held the 
baronetoy and estates at Tichborne, and there he

with his cousin, Kate Doughty, then a girl of seven- 
teen. The Christmas of 1801 was spent by Roger 
Tichborne at his uncle’s, and there he appears to have 
proposed to his cousin and to have been re- 
jected. This ap from his letters to have 
occurred in January, 1852,7and the date is important 
(letters, eighteenth day). The event appears to 
have greatly affected him, for on Jan. 5 he 
wrote that he intended going abroad, and desired to 
make certain arrangements as to his estate, and that 
he had confided his private wishes and intentions to 
Mr. Gosford (evidence, eighteenth day). There is по 
doubt that he deposited with Mr. Gosford a sealed 
packet containing his last wishes and intentions, and 
the claimant in his evidence stated that there were 
no other private wishes and intentions than those con- 
tained in the packet (eighteenth day). This, it will 
be observed, was on Jan. 7, 1852. Ten days later he 
was in Paris, where he arrived on the 16th, and next 
day wrote to Mr. Gosford, alluding in terms of bitter 
disappointment to the sudden termination of his visit 
to Tichborne (ibid). Early in February he wrote to 
his cousin in terms of affection, referring sorrowfully 
to the breaking-off of their engagement, and alluding 
to an angry interview with his uncle, which had led 
to his sudden departure. Again, next day, he wrote 
to her in terms which indicated that he had been 
rejected on account of some fault in his character; 
and he declared that he should occupy three years in 
trying to reform and in becoming all she wished 
(ibid). It appears that he still entertained a hope at 
some future time of marrying her, andon June 22, 
1852, he signed a paper, in which he solemnly vowed 
to build a church if his hopes should be realised 
(ibid). While in this state of mind he threw up his 
commission and made arrangements for

fora year or 8». Letters have been produced de. 
scribing his progress in South America. On March 1, 
1854, Roger wrote to his mother from Buenos Ayres 
the last letter prior to his de . In" this he 
stated that he should in a few days leave for Monte- 
video, where he should remain for a few days before 
he went to Brazil. When you answer this letter,“ 
he wrote, ‘‘direct yours to Post-office, Kingston, 
Jamaiea, where I shal! call to get my letters on my 
way to Mexico, where I expect to be about three 
months and в half’’ (letter, fifth day). In this letter 
he alludes to a. journal he kept, and which he said һе 
should copy out when he had time. On April 20, 
1854, he sailed from Rio in a ship called the Bella, 
which foundered at sea, and was treated by the 
owners and underwriters as lost; and from that time 
until the claimant appeared nothing more was heard 
of Roger Tichborne. A Chancery suit was instituted, 
in which his death was legally proved. Year after 
year rolled by, bis cousin Kate married Mr. Radcliffe, 
his father died, and his death was widely published, 
but nothing was heard of him until the plaintiff set 
up his claim. |

y Tichborne, who on that day wrote out to Cubitt, 
telling him of her son; mentioning that she had 
heard that part of the crew had been picked up by & 
vessel going to Australia, possibly to Melbourne;

mation (letters, thirty- second day). In this letter the 
Dowager described her son as ‘rather tal! and thin, 
with very light brown hair and blue eyes“ (ibid), and 
suggested that he might have married and changed 
his name, She also intimated that anyone giving in- 
formation about him would be “handsomely re- 
warded.” This correspondence led ultimately to the 
claimant’s correspondence with Lady Tichborne. In 
September, 1866, he sailed for England, and on 
Christmas Day, 1866, the claimant landed, and went 
to Wapping in the evening to inquire ‘after the 
Ortons (thirty-fourth day). Next day he went 
— apping to inquire after them, describing

In a day or two the claimant went to Paris to see 
the Dowager, and was there ten days, returning on 
Jan. 22. Soon afterwards there ensued a correspon- 
dence between the claimant's attorney, Mr. Holmes, 
and the attorney for the family, in which the latter 
declined to acknowledge him, but proposed a family 
meeting, which was refused (evidence of Robinson, 
fourth day). Miss Kate Doughty appears at this 
time to have been desirous of seeing the claimant, 
when he was again at Alresford ; for at the beginning 
of February he wrote to her at that place to say he 
was,sorry he could not come and see her, but that he 
was coming down again in a few days and then he 
would see her (thirty-fifth day). He mentioned in 
this letter that he was going to meet his mother, who 
was then.coming from Paris, and lived some months 
with him at Croydon. She made an affidavit in his 
favour, in which she declared tively that he was 
her son, and she wrote to Sir Ciifford Constable, who 
also made an affidavit in his favour. Her affidavit 
was shown to several of the officers, who likewise 
supported him. 

u. March Miss Doughty, then Mrs. Radcliffe, went 
with her husband and Mrs. Townley to see the 
claimant; and there is in evidence the account given 
of the interview at the time in the letters of the 
attorneys (fourth day) and in the evidence of the 
claimant (thirty-fifth day).

it lasted forty days, of which more than twenty were 
occupied with the cross-examination of the claimant.

upon positive personal recognition. 

100 the fourteenth day the claimant was called, 
and his examination in chief lasted three days. On 
the seventeenth day his cross-examination com- 
menced, and was continued until the thirty-ninth— 
that is, for twenty-two days. The greater part of 
this protracted cross-examination was directed to 
show that the claimant could not be Tichborne, be- 
cause he recollected nothing of the things Tichborne 
must have known, except such things as he might 
have been told by the Dowager, or by Carter, or by 
others, or might have gleaned from the letters of 
Roger Tichborne himself, Some portion of the cross- 
examination * to have been directed to show 
that he is Arthur Orton; but the great bulk 
of it has certainly been directed to show that he is 
not Tichborne because he recollected nothing of 
Tichborne’s life except what he might have learnt. 
The cross-examination, however, was so protracted 
that, as the part of it which related to Orton was the 
latter part, it has probably been better recollected 
than the rest. Some of the last questions asked of 
the claimant related to his supposed identity with 
Orton; he was challenged to produce him, and he 
replied to the challenge by an intimation that pos- 
sibly he might be able to produce him. The issue, 
however, it will be borne in mind, is not whether he 
is Orton, but whether he is Tichborne; and though,

THE FOREST FIRES. 

Governor Fairchild, of Wisconsin, issued, on the 
13th ult., an дары to the people of his State for aid 
to the sufferers by the fires. e Governor says: 
** The burnt district comprises the counties of Oconto, 
Brown, Door, and Kewaunee, and of Mani- 
towoc and Outagamie. The great loss of life and 
pro has resulted from the whirlwind of fire 
w swept over the country, making the roads and 
avenues of escape impassable with fallen timber and 
burnt bridges. The previous long drought had pre- 
С everything for the flames. The loss of life 

as been very great. The first estimates were en- 
tirely inadequate, and even now it is feared that it 
is much greater than present accounts place it, It is 
known that at least 1000 persons have been either 
burnt, drowned, or smothered. Of these deaths 600 
or more were at Peshtigo and adjacent places, nnd 
the others in Door, Kewaunee, and Brown counties, 
Men are now penetrating that almost inaccessible 
region for the purpose of affording relief, and I fear 
that their re will increase this estimate. From 
the most reliable sources of information I learn that 
not less than 3000 men, women, and children have 
been ren entirely destitute. . Scores of 
men, women, and little children now lie helpless, 
burnt, and maimed, in temporary hospitals, cared for 
by more fortunate neighbours. These suffering people 
must be supplied with food, bedding, clothing, feed 
for their cattle, and the means for providing shelter 
during the winter. Provision must be made for 
months in the future. There are wanted flour, salt, 
and cured meats, not cooked; blankets, bedding, 
stoves, baled hay, building materials, lights, farming 
implements, and tools; boots, shoes, and clothing for 


men, women, and children; log chains, axes with 


handles, nails, glass, and house trimmings; and, in- 
deed, everything needed by a farming community 
that has lost everything.“ |

A WARNING TO MORMONS. 

The first conviction has occurred in Salt Lake City 
of a Mormon arraigned for bigamy. In the 
Hawkins case a verdict of guilty was returned, and 
the prisoner, a Mormon elder, has been taken into 
custody. is counsel have moved for a new trial 
and arrest of judgment, which at present delay his 
sentence. The conviction is under a statute which 
places all polygamists at the mercy of the first wife, 
who is the only party who can begin proceedings 
against the husband, The punishment provided is 
imprisonment for not less than three years nor over 
twenty years, or a fine of 1000 dols., or both, at the 
discretion of the Court.

ADVICE TO MOTHERS. 
THE DANGER OF BOOTHING CORDIALS, 

The Medical Times and Gazétte says: —** Syrup of 
poppies now appears to be the favourite ‘soother’ of 
ants; at all events, the papers last week contained 
two cases in which death resulted from the adminis- 
tration of this ‘harmless’ dose, Іп one case the 
child was eighteen weeks old, and a teaspoonful of 
syrup of poppies was administered to it, in conse- 
quence of its being restless after vaccination. The 
child died in about twenty-six hours Eventually 
the verdict returned was, ‘That the deceased died 
from the administration of sixty drops of syrup of 
poppies, given by its mother medicinally, inignorance 
of its poisonous properties and effects,’ In the second 
case the infant was five weeks old, was suffering from 
a bad cough, and three parts of n teaspoonful of the 
syrup of poppies was administered to it, and it died 
in the course of a few hours. The verdict was that 
‘ Deceased had died from an overdose of poison, ad- 
ministered with no felonious intention. Much mis- 
-apprehension exists in the public mind respecting the 
strength of syrup of poppies. It is always a most 
uncertain preparation, and should never be used 

except under the advice of a medical practioner.“
